It is to be observed, that the value of the monies given in the above 
and three subsequent Tables is the true equivalent value, which is in- 
creased or lessened by the fluctuations in the Exchange. With those 
countries that give the fixed price, say Cadiz, Lisbon, Leghorn, &c. as the 
rate of Exchange advances^ the value of their money is enhanced ; while, 
on the contrary, with those countries that give the variable price, say 
Amsterdam, Paris, &c., the value of their money is lessened as the rate 
of Exchange advances.

A whole family may be in- 
cluded in the same passport, but it is frequently productive of inconvenience 
to the parties.

In the following equations the Course of Exchanges is assumed ; in the 
operation, they must be made to correspond with advices from abroad, or 
witb the Course of the day. 

The equations on the left hand side of the page aie for reducing sterling 
into the currency of foreign countries, and those on the right hand fur 
reducing foreign currency into sterling ; and will serve as exercises for 
those who are not versed in Exchange calculations. 

N.6. In these and all equations formed on the principle of the Chain 
Rule, it should be observed, that the terms in the left hand column must 
be of the same denomination as the terms on the right hand of the line 
above.

By the Chain Rule may be performed in one stating, that which 
will require several statings by the Rule of Three. It is so termed, 
from its principle of linking together certain quantities, so as to form 
a Chain of Equivalents, called an Equation, which is performed 
thus: — 

Rulejbr working Exchange calculations hy Equations. 

Form an equation as in the opposite page, and place the given sum 
in the first line of the right hand column; the fraction of a pound, 
being first reduced into decimals, and annexed ; should there be no 
shillings or pence in the given sum, annex three ciphers instead ; then 
multiply the terms in the right hand column into each other for a 
dividend, and those in the lefl hand column in the same manner, for 
a divisor; the quotient will be the answer in the same denomination 
as the last term of the equation. 

General Rule to shorten the above operation. 

If the same numbers should be found on both sides of the equation, 
tliey may be struck out. 

If one of the terms on either side of the equation will divide one 
of the terms on the opposite side without leaving a remainder, they 
may be struck out, and the quotient put in the place of Uie greater 
number. 

If any two terms (being on opposite sides of the equation) can be 
divided by any number without leaving a remainder, they may be 
struck out, and their quotients put in their place.
